Federal Reserve Restricts 
Installments as of Sept. 18

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—President Truman Friday signed the Defense Production 
Act of 1950 giving him emergency powers to control credit, production, distribution of | 


materials and, if necessary, to set 
ceilings on wages and prices and 
to ration consumer goods. 

Within minutes after the presi- 
dential signature had been affixed, 
the Federal Reserve. Board an- 
nounced setting of restrictions on 
installment purchasing effective 
Sept. 18 

The new curbs fix minimum 
down payments of one-third of the 
purchase price on time-payment 
purchases of automobiles, 15 per- 
cent minimums on such items as 
radio and television sets, mechani- 
cal refrigerators, washing ma- 
chines and other household ap- 
pliances and 10 percent for house- 
hold furniture. 


Payments must be completed on 
automobiles within 21 months and 
within 18 months on other articies 
listed by the Federal agency. 

A special provision covering 
down payments on residential re- 
pairs, alterations or improvements 
specifies a minimum of 10 per- 
cent with repayment to be com- 
pleted within 30 months. 


Charge accounts maintained in 
stores and single-payment loans 
(loans under which the borrower 
promises to repay in a lump sum 
at a given date) are not covered 
in the present regulation. Officials 
said they would be included later 
if conditions warranted such 
checks.

There are some good ideag in a Swedish proverb Fyfounu in 
the little magazine published by Amos Parrish for his friends. 


They are good enough to put up 


on your mirror: “Fear less, hope 


more; eat leas, chew more: whine less, breathe more; talk less, 
Say more; hate leas, love more: and all good things will be yours.” 
You will notice that this proverb begins “Fear less” or, in other 
words, get reore courage. How do you go about doing this’ 
The secret is to practice courage. In athietics, if you want to 
win, you must practice. To be a good musician, you must prac- 
tice. Why then do we assume that we may become expert in the 


‘spiritual realm without practice? 


Practice courage by daily think- 


ing courageous thoughts. Whenever a worry or anxiety arises, 
think courageously about it. This requires effort but it will get 
results. Fear thoughts will gradually lose their power over you. 
If there is a situation in your life that fills you with fear, mentally 
endow it not with threatening qualities but with beautiful ones. 

A psychiatrist friend of mine had as a patient a little girl who 
frequently dreamed of being attacked by a tiger and would awake 
shrieking with terror. Upon investigation, the doctor discovered 
that an angry cat had once sprung at her and later, in a zoo, she 


had seen a tiger 


Asked to describe the tiger of her dreams, she 


said he had a big white spot on his forehead, big red eyes, big 
teeth, stripes all around him and was always snarling. 


“I've seen that tiger.’ the psychiatrist teld her. “You 
have the wrong idea about him. He isn't a mean old tiger. 
He's a great bic pussycat whe only wants to play with you. 
If vou willl notice, his claws aren't showing. They are drawn 
in because he wouldn't hurt a little girl for anything in the 


world. When you think he's 
Anyway. he ien't really a tiger 


snarling. he's really smiling. 


: he’s just a great big pussycat. 


Next time vou see him say, ‘Hello, there, big old pussycat,’ 


and hell play with you.” 


The little girl had that rare quality of wonder and faith. And 
the next time she encountered the tiger in her dream, though 
she shrank back at first. she said to him, “Nice tiger, come play 
with me.” She learned to like him and, after a little while, never 


dreamed about him again. 


This story of the little girl and the tiger is true, vouched for 
by scientific investigation. Do tigers spring at you in the night? 
Are you afraid’ For example, do you imagine a little pain in the 
night to be a heart attack”? Probably it is not that at all. Look 
your tiger in the face. Say to yourself, “My heart is all right. I 
put my heart in the hand of the Lord.” Do the same about any 


fear that comes to you 
for the Lord ... is with thee.”

“The regulation of consumer

signed to restrain the inflationary 
pressures that result 
prices and to facilitate diversion 
of critical material and manpower 
to production of defense needs as 
such diversion is required.” 

Following the past policy of 
placing fewer restrictions on small 
credits, the new “Regulatior W,” 
as it is known, does not contain 
down payment requirements for 


articles costing less‘than $100, al- 


though maturities. are limited. 
Also, the rules provide that in- 
stallment leans for the purchase 
of any article included in the list 
carry the same limitations that 
apply to the instaliment sale of the 
article.

Lifting of Ban on Husbands Urged 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—(UP)—President

Selective Service officials al- 
ready have said they would ask 
Mr. Truman to revoke the present 
presidential ban against the draft- 
ing of married men 19-through-25 
as s00n as the bill was signed. 

A spokesman could not say Fri- 
day how long it would be before 
the request goes to the White 
House. But he noted that Ma). 
Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, nationa! 
draft director, has said the step 
was absolutely necessary to meet 
the new military goal of 3,900,000 
men under arms. 

Chairman Car! Vinson, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, of the House Armed 
Services Committee. estimated 
married men, including some fa- 
thers, might have to be called 
after the first of the yeer. 

But he also said Congress prob- 
ably would try to put off the day 
as long as possible by raising the 

draft age limit to catch more 
older single men and perhaps au- 
thorize the induction of single 
World War I! veterans who now 
are draft proof. 

The new allowance law covers 
only wives, children and depend- 


ent parents although others may 
be considered by local draft boards 
in granting dependency defer- 
ments. 

_ A serviceman must apply for 
the allowance. But if he fails 
to do so, the Secretary of the 
Army, Navy or Air Force may 
order the payments and arbitra- 
rily deduct the contribution from 
his pay. That is to make sure his 
family is adequately cared for. 

Recruits, privates, privates first 
class and corporals will contribute 
$40 from their pay. The Govern- 
ment will match it with $45 for 
one dependent, $67.50 for two and 
$85 for three or more. 

Sergeants and staff sergeants 
will put up $60. The Government 
will contribute $67.50 for one or 
two dependents and $85 for three 
or more. The Government's con- 
tribution will be the same for 
technical sergeant, sergeant first 
class and master sergeants. But 
the men will put up $80.

Atlanta’s Fire Loss Record 


The ic has reason to be concerned 
over Atianta’s all too consistent record of 
fire losses. 

Destruction of the six-story Masonic 
Temple building Thursday was another 
blow at the heart of the city, coming even 
before rs to the Winecoff Hotel, only 
one block away, had been completed. 
There now are two stark monuments to 
carelessness within a stone's throw of each 
other in the downtown section. 


Fortunately, there were no deaths from 
Thursday's fire, but that was a matter of 
luck or the watchful hand of a kind Provi- 
dence. Most people find it difficult to un- 
derstand how the fire was allowed to get 
completely out of control with workmen 
there from the start. 


There are many questions about the 
fire which ought to be answered. 


The distressing aspect is that the City 
has had far more than its share of fire 
tragedies, yet seems to be able to do little 
to prevent recurrences. The Winecoff fire 
of less than four years ago killed 119 per-

Mr. Truman 
On Controls 


President Truman will report to the 
nation tonight on what he intends to do 
about controls. 

The President does not want price and 
wage controls and rationing now. He an- 
pounced yesterday that credit controls will 
be applied. That is about the extent of eco- 
nomic mobilization for the time—until after 
the elections anyway. 

We think that is wrong and repeatedly 
have said so. Inflation already has had 
another spurt and unless the brakes are 
applied it likely will get out of hand. An- 
other complete round of wage increases is 
in the making. Prices on many items are 
rising. Taxes are going up. 

The enemy had just as soon see this 
country collapse from inflation as from 
military action. Only controls and higher 
taxes can keep the economy in balance. 

President Truman did not ask authority 
to institute price and wage controls and 
rationing in his message to Congress. But 
pressure from the people forced Congress 
to grant the authority on a standby basis. 
It is unfortunate that the President does 
not choose to use it.

The Hitchhikers 


The Grand Jury in DeKalb County has 
recommended that the county take imme- 
diate steps to institute a scientific survey 
of property for tax assessment purposes. 
The jurors endorsed the proposed study as 
a means toward a highly desirable objec- 
tive—that all citizens of the county bear 
their fair share of the cost of government. 

The survey plan incorporates an aerial 
hotographic survey of all property in De- 
<alb outside municipal limits, a card index 
of every piece of property in the county 
to show nature of improvements on the 
property and a tabulation of all machinery, 
equipment, inventories and personal prop- 
erty used in connection with : businesses 
or professions. 

Unit cost prices would be worked out 
and the evaluation of all property in the 
county related to such prices. e plan 
involves, too, a sampling valuation on at 
least 200 properties within the Atlanta city 
limits. 

“We believe it highly possible that the 
survey will develop sources from which 
taxes can be obtained sufficient to meet 
the needs of the county and at the same 
time enable the authorities to reduce the 
taxes of many through the lowering of the 
rates of taxes levied,” the Grand Jury said.

Firemen fighting the Masonic building 
blaze were up against many disadvantages, 
not the least of which was a high wind 
which made it difficult to play water 
streams into the right places. 

Yet, this destruction never should have 
occurred. It was the result of carelessness 
somewhere along the line. Perhaps an- 
other investigation is in order.

A letter in today’s “Pulse of the Pub- 
lic” and a reference to a uniform code of 
trucking regulations in M, L. St. John’s 
Sunday column point up the fact that 
trucking is definitely interstate business. 

The trucker, who has his faults, it is 
true, is caught in a network of conflicting 
State laws. What is legal weight in Geor- 
gia may be an overload in Tennessee and 
still within the limits when he gets to Ken- 
tucky. So the trucking firm must decide 
whether to take a chance on the Tennessee 
law and load to limit in the other States or 
to keep the weight to the Tennessee maxi- 
mum and take the loss in payload. 

In the same way the trucker faces a 
variation of rules in regard to lengths and 
lights. 

Since trucks are with us and bound to 
stay, it becomes obvious that the only satis- 
factory regulation of a business that con- 
sistently crosses State lines is interstate 
control—in fairness to the trucker, a uni- 
form code of laws within regions, if not 
nationwide.

Rep. Paul Brown 
Plays Star Part 


WASHINGTON—Rep. Paul Brown, of El- 
berton, is being given credit f@ playing the 
stellar role in working out the final confer- 

ence report agreement between the two houses of Congress on 
two important pieces of legislation considered in the last: days 
of the session. 


One was the defense production bill of 1950. giving the 
President broad powers to speed up defense production and to 
Impose wage and price controls, while the other amended the 
Federal deposit insurance law to provide greater coverage of 
bank deposits. 


As the No. 2 man on the House Banking and Currency com- 
mittee, which reported out the original bills, it fell the lot of 
Representative Brown to serve as a key figure on the conference 
group. This is the committee named by the two houses to adjust 
differences in legislation passed by both chambers. 


When the Conference Committee met on the 
defense production bill Senate members of the 
group were insisting that the various price and wage controls 
given to the President be exercised in one package. In other words, 
they did not want the President to be able to slap controls on 
one thing without applying them all down the line. 


Under the leadership of the Georgia Congressman, House 
conferees took a different tack, contending that the President 
should be allowed to impose “selective” price and wage controls 
on any industrial segment in which he believes prices have risen 
unreasonably. 

An impasse developed for several days and a battle royal 
took place in the Conference Committee. Stubborn in his oppo- 
sition to the Senate version of the bill, Brown held out against 
over-all price control. In the end he won over a majority to his 
viewpoint. It was an important victory for the Administration, 
which did not want the type of controls the Senate had written 
into the bill. 

As for Mr. Brown, he took the solid horse-sense view that 
over-all controls would do injury to the nation’s economy, if 
imposed. _He ;®inted out that only a comparatively few com- 
modities needed to be controlled at the present time and there 
was no sense in forcing the President to bring everything under 
price control unless and until the need arose. 

It would be far better, he argued, to permit the President 
to invoke the controls piecemeal, as conditions require. 


One Package 


FDIC. Bill Similar differences arose over the FDIC bill. Here, 

too, the Elberton Congressman was a leading 
member of the Conference Committee. He took the bull by the 
horns and insisted that the House version was correct in the major 
points at issue. Brown's position was upheld here just as it was 
on ‘the other legislation. | 

From the public’s standpoint, the most important change in 
the FDIC Act is to increase the coverage of bank deposits from 
$5,000 to $10,000. As one of the first advocates of Government 
guarantee of bank deposits, Mr. Brown says the success of the 
program is attested by the fact that Mr. Truman is the first 
President to occupy the White House for as long as four years 
without a bank failure since the year 1867. 

Despite some of the criticism that was raised at the time the 
program was adopted back in the early days of the Roosevelt 
New Deal Administration, the Georgia Congressman says that 
everybody now has confidente in the FDIC. 


With the House taking a recess over Labor Day 
Brown Stays until September 11, Representative Brown was 
about the lone Georgia Congressman remaining at the capital. 
Most of the others returned to their homes in the State during 
the interim. 

Both Sen. Walter F. George and Sen. Richard B. Russell are 
still on the job, the Senate having taken no extended recess over 
the Labor Day holiday. The House was able to do so because 
it is much further advanced in its legislative program than the 
upper chamber, where things move more slowly.

The Editors: Please permit this soldier tno ex- 
press to Harold M. Morris, of Douglasville, his 
great admiration for all airmen who, without 
thought of their own safety, execute both tac- 
tical and strategic missions of the most danger- 
ous character. There is no question as to the 
value of the assistance réndered by our air forces 
to the victorious ground armies in World War II. 
That is just what we want—an Air Force té as- 
sist the Army and Navy in winning battles. 
However, Korea has demonstrated very defi- 
nitely that we cannot just push a button and 
then sit back complacently while the Air Force 
wins a campaign. That day is still a long way off. 

Although Germany was subjected to intensive 
bombing, the official records now show that 
Germany increased its war production each year 
throughout the.war. As one example, there were 
eight times as many night-fighter “planes pro- 
duced in Germany in 1944 than in 1942. Even 
in the year 1944 the ptfoduction of war equip- 
ment in the last quarter of the year showed an 
increase over the first quarter. In addition, 
in the bombing of the city of Dresden, where 
thousands pf men, women and children were 
killed in a few minutes, not a single military 
target was hit. In my opinion, the bombing of 
Nagasaki and Hiroshima has left ugly blots on 
the escutcheon of the greatest Christian nation 
of the world—blots that can never be erased 
or forgotten.

Uniform Roads 


The Editors: I read with interest the article 
under “the Pulse of the Press” entitled “Pounded 
to Pieces.” 

My thought after reading this comment was— 
why have two or three standards for laying 
concrete highways? Why doesn’t the Ferieral 
Government govern in all cases. Then the mix- 
ture of concrete would be uniform, and would 
withstand the heavy loads of the motor trucks. 
Our city streets and State highways constitute 
part of the national network of highways, inter 
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Effect of The Rising Moon On The Tides 
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and intrastate, so why not build all highways, 
streets and roads to conform to one standard. 
It would appear then that we would have fewer 
highways “pounded to pieces.” 

Our trucks today constitute a great part of our 
transportation system, which is growing by the 
day, week and year, so why not look to the fu- 
ture and build highways that will withstand the 
load capacities of the trucks being built. Cer- 
tainly with constant increases in freight rates, 
motor freight lines will be called upon to han- 
dle greater loads. What are the motor freight 
lines to do, haul just what they can and leave 
the “excess.” No, just as the railroads, they 
MUST handle the traffic and oftentimes it does 
require overloading. 


The motor carriers are today heavy taxpay- 
ers, like everyone else. The business is legiti- 
mate, and is no longer embryonic in its de- 
mand. The public is leaning toward faster door- 
to-door movement of traffic and it behooves our 
State and Federal Governments to get together 
and set up a standard of mixture for the con- 
crete that goes into the construction of our high- 
ways. The standards should be uniform, with- 
out exception, because we now have coast-to- 
coast motor freight services. The motor carriers 
of today are so linked that they have a network 
of routes, the same as railroads, and with the 
number of vehicles on the highways today it 
would not seem exactly correct to place two 
trailers on the highways where one will do the 
job—that is not the practice of the railroads, 
who now pull up to 108 freight cars, when 
a while back 40 to 50 loaded freight cars consti- 
tuted a good haul. ALAN THORPE.

Does the business gir] have to be a nutritionist to stay 
healthy? Just how much knowledge of diet and planning 
must the “sedentary gir)” (and that’s what the expert 
dietitians call a woman who works in an office!) have in 
order to lose, gain or maintain her weight? 


First of all, you don't have 
to be a food expert to stay 
healthy, or even to put on or 


take off pounds. Few people 
realize, however, how much they 
siready know about good eating 
habits. Fewer still make any 
conscious effort to use the com- 
mon-sense knowledge. 

Here is @ list of the eight 
daily requirements. As a busi- 
ness Woman, Mary checked it 
ageinst her typical day's diet 
and was surprised to find what 
an expert she was. 

1, Milk—At least one pint, 
some of which you can take in 
peur own cooking, coffee and 
deasert. 


2. Meat—One good sized serv- 
ing. Meat here means fish and 
poultry, with liver recommend- 
ed once a week. 

32. Eggs—One or more. This can 
be varied by replacing one egg 
with an extra helping of meat 
or an ounce of cheese. 


4. Vegetables—At least one 
serving of white or sweet po- 
tatoes; a fresh leafy vegetable 
and a third one of your choice. 

5. Fruit—Two servings of 
fruit. One should be citrus. 

6. Bread—Three slices. White 
bread is all right, but dark. 
whole grain is preferred by the 
experts. 

7. Butter or enriched 
margarine—three to four serv- 
ings on bread or vegetables. 

8. Water—six to eight glasses 
@ day. 

That's the basic eight and if 
nothing else. should prove how 
easy it is for the working gir! 
to stay healthy. A daily diet 
that consisted of nothing more 


than a breakfast of orange juice, 


an egg, buttered toast and cof- 
fee: a luncheon of a chicken 
salad sandwich. cake, and milk: 
and dinner of hamburger, pota- 
toes, peas, a fresh vegetable 
salad and a fruit dessert, would 
supply enough food to maintain 
the average office girl's health. 

If you want to gain or lose 
weight. don’t cancel out any of 
the basic eiazht. Simply eat the 
obviously more fattening or less 
fattening foods, depending upon 
your own figure. For example, 
to gain weight. add cream to 
whole milk, half and half. To 
lose, pour off the cream and 
drink the skimmed milk. Choose 
Oranges Or grapefruit for your 
daily fruit to lose weight.

Smith was one of a series of 
witnesses appearing before a Sen- 
ate Agriculture Subcommittee 
headed by Sen.

“In meats, at least.” Smith 
said, “we don’t think price ceil- 
ings are a practical answer. They 
merely intensify the upward pres- 
sure; they don’t relieve the causes, 
but they foster lawlessness and 
evasion.” |
